A committee of three was formed, consisting 
of Dr. Cyrus Adler, representing the United Synagogue 
of America, Dr. William Rosenau, representing the 
Central Conference of American Rabbis, and Dr. Ber- 
nard Drachman, representing the Union of Orthodox 
Congregations. The present volume has been prepared 
under their direction 


The Hebrew text and English translation of Singer’s 
Prayer Book have been followed, except that all extracts 
from the Bible have been made to conform to the new 
translation issued by the Jewish Publication Society of 
America. Passages omitted in-the Union Prayer Book 
issued by the Central Conference of American Rabbis 
have been indicated by a star. In cases where part of 
a paragraph is omitted, a star is also placed at the end 
of that part.

Tue Four Questions 


Why is this Passover night different from all other 


nights? On all other nights we eat either leavened or 
unleavened bread, but on this night only unleavened 


bread. On all other nights we eat all kinds of herbs, but 
on this night bitter herbs. On all other nights we do 
not dip the herbs once, but on this night we do so twice. 


On all other nights we take our meal either sitting or 


leaning, but on this night we all lean. 


ANSWER 


Because we were slaves to Pharaoh in Egypt, and the 
Lord our God brought us forth from there with a strong 
hand and an outstretched arm. 1f the Holy One, blessed 
be He, had not redeemed our fathers from Egypt, then 


we and our children and our children’s children would © 


have been slaves to Pharaoh in Egypt. Therefore, even 
though we were all of us wise, all of us understanding, 
all of us elders, all of us well acquainted with the Scrip- 
tures, it would still be our duty to tell again the story 
of the departure from Egypt. The more we tell of this 
famous story the more worthy of praise are we.

Blessed be He who keepeth His promise unto Israel! 
Blessed be He! For the Holy One appointed the time 
when the days of slavery should end, and fulfilled His 
promise which He made unto Abraham our Father: 
“And He said unto Abram: Know of a surety that 
thy seed shall be a stranger in a land that is not theirs, 
and shall serve them; and they shall afflict them four 
hundred years; and also that nation, whom they shall 
serve, will 1 judge; and afterward shall they come out 
with great substance.’ 


And it is this promise that has been kept both to our 
fathers and to us, for not one man alone has risen up 
against us to destroy us; but in every generation there 
have risen up against us those who sought to destroy 
us, but the Holy One, blessed be He, delivered us from 
their hands. 


Rabban Gamaliel said: Whoever does not mention 
these three things on the Passover has not performed 
his duty.. These things are: (1) the sacrifice of the 
Passover, (2) the unleavened bread, and (3) the bitter 
herbs. 


1. Why were our fathers wont to eat the sacrifice of 
the Passover in the time of the Temple? Because the 
Holy One, blessed be He, passed over the houses of our 
ancestors in Egypt, as it is said; ‘ And ye shall say: It 
is the sacrifice of the Lord’s passover, for that He passed

over the houses of the children of Israel in Egypt, when 
He smote the Egyptians, and delivered our houses. 
And the people bowed the head and worshipped.’ 


2. Why is this unleavened bread eaten? Because 
there was not time for the dough of the bread to become 
leavened when the Supreme King of kings, the Holy 
One, blessed be He, appeared unto our fathers, and de- 
livered them, as it is said: ‘ And they baked unleavened 
cakes of the dough which they brought forth out of 
Egypt, for it was not leavened; because they were 
thrust out of Egypt, and could not tarry, neither had 
they prepared for themselves any victual.’
